Spcaicing, to students at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto recently, Mr. dc 
Blonay said that this was the cru- 
cial year and unless we could meet 
the needs and prove ourselves to 
be an instrument of student soli- 
darity, wc could hold ourselves re- 
sponsible for the attitude which 
these people would have towards 
international cooperation. 

Born in 1005 In Lausanne. Swit- 
zerland, Andre dc Blonay attended 
Lausanne University and the Grad- 
uate Institute for International 
Studies in Geneva. His special 
fields of study were internalional 
relations and music. ' 

M. de Blonay became associated 
with the international staff of In- 
ternational Student Service In 1937. 
Three weeks before war in Europe 
broke out in 1939, he became its 
General Secretary and has been in 
that post ever since. Simultaneous- 
ly with his secretaryship of Inter- 
national Student Service, M. de 
Blonay has been General Secretary 
of the European Student Relief 
Fund, the special relief organiza- 
tion which was set up by Interna- 
tional Student Service, the World's 
Student Christian Federation and 
Pax Romana to cope with the needs 
created by the European conflict 
since it was felt that all relief work 
among Students should be carried 
on cooperatively. 

Dc Blonay with headquarters in 
Geneva, has directed a large staff 
of workers, and has himself travel- 
led throughout Europe administer- 
ing relief to students in prisoner- 
of-war camps, In the army and in 
dislocated universities and to refu- 
gee students. All relief has been 
given on the basis of need regard- 
less of race or creed. 

It has been stressed that although 
thelwar.iiii over the work of the 
International Student Service is far 
from finished. Mr. Blonay is mak- 
ing his first trip to America to tell 
Canadian and American Students 
about the reconstruction Job of I.S. 
S. Many European universities 
have been obliterated— buildings, 
staff, books, laboratory equipment. 
Students are scattered. They are 
weary, undernourished, 111, poor. 
Now is the time for students in 
America to affirm their solidarity 
with students in Europe.

^'An Informal Course in Televi- 
sion"- will be given by CBS video 
director Rudolf Bretz at the Col- 
lege of the City of New York this 
semester. The new course will be 
open only to advanced "Film In- 
stitute Students" or those who have 
hod practical àcpcrlcnce in the 
field. Through lectures, demonstra- 
tions, andj^observation in Colum- 
bia's television studio, the lectures 
will cover the groundwork of 
video production. By arrangement 
with CBS, students may take part 
in actual television production. 

Mr. Bretz, a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, Joined CBS 
Television as cameraman In 1030. 
and was advanced to cameraman- 
director in 1941. In 1942, when CBS 
discontinued "live" television pro- 
gramming, Bretz transferred to 
CBS radio operations, but in May 
1044, with CBS's return to '•:Uve" 
television, h% was engaged as full 
director.

"JAZZ APPRECIATION" ' 
We may well be accused of putting the cart 
before the horse, by writing on jazz appreciation, 
before having made a valiant attempt to explain tç 
you lust what Jazz Is. Undoubtedly, it Is difficult 
to be a successful critic, if you're not Just surs what 
you are supposed, to be criticising. If this is the 
case, we plead guilty. 

Our only excuse is that we hardly dare fan, 
without further consideration, the already hot 
fires of controversy raging between critics uphold- 
ind the New Orleans Jazz as^ the only Jazz, and those 
who support the so-called modem style. We take 
no sides in the controversy. Frankly, we think both 
sides are a little on the pig-headed side, and that, 
as usual, the truth lies somewhere along the middle 
path between the two extremes. But we'll treat this 
subject a little later, when we finally have amassed 
the audacity to gWe you our humble interpretation 
of what Jazz really is. 

* Perhaps the most important thing,; beitore we go 
any further, is to tell you that Jazz Is not'trylng to 
compete 'with classical music, or to replace It And 
I can assure you that Pee^Wee Russell has no In- 
tenUon of competing with Beethoven or Shr Thomas 
Bcecham. We couldn't. If he tried, nor could they 
compete with him. Jazz is not even trying to say 
that it is better than the classics. In other words, 
criticize Jazz on Its own merits. Do not try to com- ' 
pare it .witb the classics, as the two 'irs^ wo entirely 
different and opposite conceptloiu^There'is room 
for both, and both deserve recognition. 

A good Jazz musician expresses primarily his own 
emotions and feelings when, he is playing, while 
the expert classical musician attempts to interpret 
as closely, as possible, the emotions of the composer. 
' You msôr hear some of the technical- exhibitionism 
of musicians like Harry James, done up as Jazz, 
and consider It to be Just that. It is noti It Is purely 
an attempt to show oU the particular musicians vir- 
tuosity, with tho Idea of cashing In at the box 
office. The effect, of this "commercialism," as the 
Jazz man labels it, has been extremdy. detrimental, 
by giving people^the .wrongi^eonceptlon of i^hat 
Jazz really is. This commêi^àllsm^is^îjtirely void 
of any feeling, aimed solely at the grandstand. 

Feeling .however, is the most Important factor of 
any art,- be It literature, painting, or music. The 
truly great Jazz musicians must necessarily combine 
intense feeling, with exceptional technique, and 
command of thek instrument. Men like Louis Arm- 
strong, Art Tatum, Johnny Hodges, and Benny 
Goodman are superb examples of this fact All these 
men possess a profound feeling for Jazz, yet at the 
same time, we cannot name any of the so-called 
popular musicians who even equals their command 
of their respective instruments. AU are superb 
technicians. 

A great thinker once said that "comparions are 
odious." Just as you cannot compare the classical 
musician with the jazz man, neither can you com- 
pare, for example, Art Tatum on Sunnyslde of the 
Street, with Meade Lux Lewis playing Honky Tonk 
^ Train/ftor the simple reason that the two are trying 
"to'express two different things, and both succeed 
famously, lEtafher, the true comparison between Jazz 
musldan^^md^|ot[Jan;m|tt^^ rests almost entirely 
■upon tindentanding'wliir'the individual musician 
■_Is trying to express, and then deciding how 'well 
he succeeded, or didn't succeed. 

"How can I learn to tmderstand and appreciate 
Jaa7" There is only one way — to listen to It 
Montreal, unforhinately, is not the ideal place to 
hear Jazz music. Nevertheless, last year we were 
fortunate in having some fine Jam sessions at His 
Majesty's, under the sponsorship of the Crelinsten 
Brothers of the Music • Bar, who did .a great deal 
for Jazz, in this city In that way. . 

As we mentioned last week, you. can hear for 
nothing, the very, finest in Jazz music, by merely 
. clicking on your radio on Saturday afternoon, and 
listening to the, great Ellington aggregaUon. 

Last, but by no means the least, is through the 
médium of records. The three major recording 
companies have all issued a goodly number of ex- 
ceptionally, fine Jazz albums. These often have the 
added attraction of a small booklet with critical 
comment by a recognized Jazz critic. , 
Some of you may desire to read up on the sub- 
ject If you do, remember that any book on Jazz 
merely expresses the considered opinion of the 
writer. It is merely a means to an end. It is much 
better to listen first, and have an unbiased, opinion 
of your own^and then compare notes with what 
you read in the book. Otherwise,, y ou will become 
like a fan I knew, who went the rounds praising 
Sidney Bechet to the skies as being the greatest 
soprano sax man in jazz, which he assuredly Is. 
The only flaw was, however, that he had never 
heard Sidney Bechet or any other man, for that 
matter, play the soprano sax. ' 

Benny Goodman's name at' one time used , to 
nauseate us, due mainly to the fkct. that we .heard 
him ■ -couple of times on some- nimibers which 
tended to be rather conunerclal in bur eyesl Believe 
us, we had some tough swimming against the tide. 
But after hearing him in trio with Teddy Wilson 
and Lionel Hampton,, we immediately recognized 
his great gifts, and feeling; and were forced to 
admit ratHe^mmefacedly we had been wrong. 

Even now; 'we 'consider the late Bunny Berlgan 
to be the greatest of . white Jazz.trutnpeters, much 
'to the dlroay^otUtose critics who had placed the 
^ late Bix-'Beiderbeclce among the immortals. This 
is not because we dislike BIx, but because we have 
only heard him once or twice, and that, a good long 
time. ago. 

Jazz Is young and virile. Provided that contro- 
versy does not tako to extremes, it can' prove very 
healthy for Jazz. Your opinion, seriously and ob- 
jectively taken, is worth as much as anyone else's. 
To really enjoy anything,' you must' understand it 
The same is true of Jazz, eind when you understand 
it you will recognize Its true greatness; and why 
those who say it Is doomed to die, will one day be 
proven to be false prophets. But even ahould it : 
die tomorrow, It has given to ihe world auch men 
as Louis Armstrong, Duke Ellington, Earl. Hines, 
and Fats Waller, musicians comparable to the great- 
est geniuses produced by other types of music many 
eenturiesr olcler, But Jazz, will live, as long as men 
liold' freedom dear to their hearts, as long as free- 
dom of expression lives in this old world ot ours. 
For what Is Jazz, but the democracy of music!

IV) say that clothes arc needed 
throughout Europe would only be 
to repeat what has been said by 
newspapers, newsreels, photo- 
graphs and all other sources of in- 
formation available to the general 
public.

They come /from men and women 
who are, living, through one of the 
most destitute periods Europe has 
even known. In yesterday's issue -of 
The Dally there was a letter from 
Holland, giving a clear-cpt picture 
of life in that country. The short 
exerpt below comes \2rom' a mem 
her of a social' organization trying 
to alid the Greek people. 

"As to food, « 70 per cent, was 
grown in Greecci before the war. 
Now, no more than SO per cent cah 
be produced. It Is patheUe ■ how 
poor they have become without 
fertilizer and machinery. You see 
women in the fields hoeing and 
threshing by hand. Dry goods in 
lieu of rations consist ot powdered 
milk, which is not popular as the 
women .don't Icnow bow to use it, 
and some tlnbed goods. 

"The clothing situation is appal- 
ling. Some of the trouble is the lack 
of organization but even this could 
not create clothes out of thin air. 
There is hardly one person who 
has a decent garment and as for 
shoes ... I haven't seen a child 
with a pair yet (this is on the ^ul- 
garlan-Grcck border). I would ask 
you to send me some, but I know 
this, is /Only possible through speci- 
fic organizations which ' send the 
goods to U^fRRA. I do hope these 
groups do f ometbijig soon."

"How can I learn io tmderstand and appreciate 
Jazzî" There Is only one way — to listen to It 
Monhreal. unfortunately, Is not the ideal plaee to 
hear jazz music Nevertheless, last year we were 
fortunate In having some fine jam sessions at His 
Majesty's, under the sponsorship of the Crelinsten 
Brothers of the Music Bar, who did a great deal 
for Jazz, in this city in that way. 

As we mentioned last week, you. can hear for 
nothing, the very, finest. in Jazz mtisic, by merely 
clicking on your radio .on Saturday afternoon, and 
listening to the great Ellington aggregation. 

Last, but by no means the least, is through the 
medium of records. The three major recording 
companies have all issued a goodly number of ex- 
ceptionally fine Jazz albums. These often have the 
added attractiônvôt 'a . small booklet with critical 
comment by a recognized jazz critic, , 

Some of you may desire to read up on the sub- 
ject It .you do, remember that any book on jazz 
merely expresses the considered opinion of the 
writer. It Is merely a means to an end. It is much 
better to listen first, and have an unbiased, ophiion 
of your own;' and then compare notes with what 
you read In the book. Otherwise, you. will become 
like a fan I knew, who went the rounds'^pifalslng 
Sidney Bechet to the skies as being the greatest 
soprano sax man in jazz, which he assuredly is. 
The only flaw was, however, that he had never 
heard Sidney Bechet, or any other men, for that 
matter, play the soprano sax. 

Benny Goodman's name at one time used to 
nauseate lis, due mainly to the fact that we .heard 
him a couple of Umes^onj^awjinmbers which 
tended to be rather conràëiîêlafîni^' eyes!' Believe 
us, we had some tough swimming against the tide. 
But after hearing him in trio with Teddy Wilson 
and Lionel Hampton,, we immediately recognized 
his great gifts, and feeling; and were forced to 
admit rather shamefacedly we had been wrong. 

Even now, we consider the late Bunny Berigan 
. to be the greatest of white Jazz trurnpeters, much 
'to the dismay of those critics who had placed the 
late BIx-Belderbecke among the immortals. Ihis 
is not because we dislike Blx, but because we have 
only heard him once or twice, and that, a good long 
time ago. 

Jazz is young and virile. Provided that contro- 
versy does not take to extremes. It can 'prove very 
healthy for Jazz. Your opinion, seriously and ob- 
jectively taken, is worth as much as anyone else's. 
To really enjoy anything; you must understand it 
The same Is true'bf Jazz, and when you understand 
it you will recognize its true greatness; and why 
those who say it is doomed to die, will one day be 
proven to be false prophets. But even ahould it 
die tomorrow, it has given to ihe world such men 
as Louis Armstrong, Duke Ellington, Earl.Hlnes, 
and Fats Waller, musicians comparable to the great- 
est geniuses produced by other types of muslo many 
centuries' older. But Jazz, will live, as long as men 
hold freedom dear to their hearts, as long as free- 
dom of expression lives in this old world of ours. 
For what Is Jazz, but the democracy of musicj 

ning for a better and more peaceful Europe. 
Wc must do more than plan political systems 
and send notes of sympathy . . . we must go 
tp work actively. One of tlic ways in which we 
can tl.o this is to aid the fifothing Drivfe ^

In . the vile 
P.O.yr. enclosures of Japan and her 
conquered territories thin, starved 
skeletons of men, wakened by un- 
tended wounds and sickness, 
cheered as they captured their cap- 
tors when VJ-Day crowned the 
efforts of the Allies with complete 
victory. 

It will be a long while before 
some of these men will leave their 
hospital beds, some will never 
leave. There are men with severe 
spinal Injuries : . who wiU never 
walk again, some blinded, others in 
mental hospitals. There are thou- 
sands of different cases. What can 
we do to help these comrades of 
ours, our brothers and closest 
friends? 

The answer is supplied by Mr. 
Walter Callow, who is now in 
Camp Hill Hospital where he has 
lain on his back slitce the last war. 
It is always a pleasure to teU peo- 
ple the story of this most cour- 
ogeous man. In 1917 Mr. CaUow 
flew a collection of sticks and can- 
vas bound with wire against our 
traditional enemy, the German. 
Like most of . the fUers of his day,

Clothing' 

To say that clothes are needed 
throughout Europe would only be 
to repeat what has been said by 
newspapers, newsreels, pho'to- 
graphs and all other sources of In- 
formation available to the general 
public. The facts which have most 
value probably at this time come 
from the people In the countries 
themselves; people who are either 
residents of these countries or 
those who have gone there to help 
in restoring some sort of order. The 
Impressions of these people arc real. 
They come/ from men and women 
who are living ^through one of the 
most destitute periods Europe has 
even known. In yesterday's Issue of 
The Dally there was a letter from 
Holland, giving a clear-cut picture 
of life in that country. The short 
exerpt below comes >irom a mem- 
ber ot a social organization trying 
to alid the Greek people. 

"As to food, « 70 per cent was 
grown in Greece) before the war. 
Now, no more than 30 per cent can 
be produced. It is pathetic -how 
poor they have become without 
fertilizer and machinery. You see 
women In the fields hoeing and 
threshing by hand. Dry goods in 
lieu of rations consist ot powdered 
milk, whidt is not popular as the 
women don't know how to iise it; 
and some tlnbed goods. 

"The clothing situation is appal- 
ling. Some of the trouble is the lack 
of organkatlon but even this could 
not create clothes out ot thin air. 
There is hardly one person who 
has a decent garment and as for 
shoes ... I haven't seen a child 
with a pair yet (this is on the ^ul- 
garlan-Grcek border). I would ask 
you to send me some, but I know 
this, Is /Only possible through speci- 
fic organb»tlons which send the. 
goods to UNRRA. I do hope these 
groups do something soon." 



cording to the book the usefulness 
ot his life ahould have ended. 
When he came home he found his 
closest relative, his sister, a girl of 
10, dependant upon him. Mr. Col- 
low, in spite of his injuries, decided 
that his sister would not suffer be- 
cause of his troubles, and that she 
would ^.have her education as she 
would have if ho had not been 
hurt He devoted his small savings 
to her well being, invested them 
In real estate and stocks till be was 
in a position to, ably assist her, and 
support her. For the next 20 years 
he continued his business, and 
when his comrades needed help, 
his was the first helping hand ex- 
tended to them. Callow went blind 
a few years ago, but that added 
handicap. aoted as a stimulant to 
his fighting blood, and his good 
work in the inilitary* hospitals 
never ceased. 

When this war . broke out he re- 
membered bow difficult things 
were overseas In the iut ylue, he 
remembered how good a Canadian 
smoke could taste after a diet of 
Woodbines and English Flayers. He

He worked the musicians inio 
one malleable group and from this 
moulded the music he wanted, and 
is was indeed beautiful music If 
anyone present at- the performance 
was in need ot a definition of 
beauty, they could not have had 
any doubts by the time the concert 
was over.

Says Counsellor 
Of Air Force 

Squadron Leader Lind 
Reports on Work in 
English Repat Depot 

Ex-»crvicemen must be given a 
chance to utilize their abilities, to 
put to woric the training that they 
have received, If they arc to talcc 
up successfully the responsibilities 
of civilian life, reports Squndron 
Leader Corson LInd, a pilot of the 
last war and now the Senior Per-, 
sonnet Counsellor at the R.C.A.F. 
Repatriation Depot In Torquay, 
Eneland. 

During the last two years Squad- 
ron Leader Lind has had an oppor- 
tunity of studying the outlook men- 
tality and ambitions of returning 
air force men and of analyving the 
problems that face them with , their 
return to civil life. ']^^^h- 
• A study of today's repats ' has 
made it possible to sec at first 
hand what war has done to them, 
what they have lost or gained, 
what their handicaps will be and 
what assets they can bring to busi- 
ness and professional life. It was 
realized early that a program was 
essential to prevent wastage in in- 
dividual lives and national wastage 
in Canada, a thing that was pre- 
valent after the last war. 

The serviceman's . biggest handi- 
cap is loss of time. He has lived 
in an equality tliat a service uni- 
form brings, sure of, three meals 
and a bed at night. These necessi- 
ties don't always exist in civilian 
life. 

Most potential employers are en- 
tirely unaware of . the assets de- 
veloped in service life says Squad- 
ron Leader Lind. It Is important 
that this lack of understanding be 
corrected. 

These young Canadians have 
learned comradeship, cooperation, 
the Importance of teamwork. They 
have gained a broadness of vision 
and tolerance. And they have de- 
veloped resourcefulness and adapt- 
ibility. All of these qualities arc 
essential to occupations on any 
level, professional, vocational or 
skilled. 

Canada has set up the finest rc- 
establishment programs of any 
country in the world, he stated 
With few exceptions advantages 
will be available to our servicemen. 
But their opportunity to put to 
work the training they have re 
ceived will depend upon the full 
cooperation of the cmploycts of 
Canada. 
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conceivèd the idea of a cigarette 
fund, which would not only make 
the serving man enjoy the luxury 
of a smoke, but comfort him men- 
tally with the thought that the 
Canadian people had his well-being 
In their hearts. To start his fund 
he raffled his own radio, and with 
the proceeds he bought several 
small denomination War Bonds 
which he In turn raffled. By these 
methods, the fund he founded and 
gave his name to was ready to begin 
its work. The fund has sent over 
2,000,000 cigarettes overseas during 
the war; It has only been kept 
alive by Mr. Callows financial 
genius, his refusal to be defeated.

' splration to all of us. Cigarettes 
were sent to all Canadian units 
overseas, and there is filed. In the 
hospital room headquarters of our 
fund, over. 250,000 letters of appre*. 
elation from the individual men 
and the C.O.'s of these units. It 
may well be understood that a 

-major portion of the smokes went 
to hospitals, and the wounded men 
never knew who to thank for this 
klridness.^,!^ , 

Nowi^'whal can we do for our 
wounded friends, and the men of 
the occupational forces? We are 
very anxious tb^luiép^up this flow 
of cigarettes to 'men who have to 
stay over there until they are well 

.enough to come home, or until 
their service in the occupational 
force is over. Most of all we want 
to send comforts of all descriptions 
to our bed-ridden friends. We want 
to supply specially built cars and 
trailers to carry men confined to 
wheel-chairs to such amusements 
as baseball, football, and theatres. 
We want these cars so that these 
men may be carried to their own 
home to visit, instead of the routine 
of hospital visits by the next of 
kin. A hosplUI is a terribly boring 
place to live in for years with no 
chance of seeing home again! 
Gentlemen, this is the least, we can 
do, let's do it.

UBC Will Have 
COTC Contingent 
Of 200^udents 

Some Vets Desire. 
To Enlist in Unit: 
All Will Be Cadets 



Vancouver, Oct 16.— (CUP)— Re 
turning this year to its pre-war 
status the University of British 
Columbia contingent of the Cana 
dian Officers' Training Corps will 
be reduced from 1,200 to 200 or less, 
and only "potential officer mater 
ial" will be taken on strength, ac 
cording to Lt-Gen. G. M. "Shnim, 
officer 'commanding. 

At a . preliminary parade^ofj^ the 
unit recently. C61. Shrurn^oinled 
out the facilities available, outlined 
the training syllabus, stated the op- 
portunities open to COTC— trained 
men and declared that COTC train- 
ing was valuable in forming leader- 
ship qualities. . 

CoL Shrum told The Ubyssey that 
"quite a number" of men who re 
turned from war service tfi|s year 
are entering the unit "The re 
action against military service is 
not so strong as it'was after the 
last war," he stated. One former 
member of the unit who has re- 
turned to it is Major Ian Giant 
who won the DSO in service. 

Men will now enter the unit as 
cadets. Officers will soon start in 
tcrviewing prospective- recruits to 
determine whether they are of 
"POM" quality. "Membership In 
unit will be made a privilege," 
Col. Shrum said. "If enrolment Is 
around 100, all will have privileges 
of the officers' mess. Before the 
war we had nothing like that to 
offer. We now also have training 
facilities equal to the best in 
Canada." 

Men who were in the unit last 
year and do not wish to remain 
in it must turn in their uniforms 
and equipment, he added. Army 
authorities must have figures on 
this year's enrolment by October 31. 

Dawson'Hospital 
Opens Its Doors 

Facilities, Equipment 
Will Be Augmented 
In the Near Future 

With the announcement by Dr. 
Lauder Brunton. temporary medi- 
cal officer, that all was in readi- 
ness for the treatment of students 
who required medical care. Daw- 
son College's hospital was officially 
opened yesterday. Treatment has 
been offered here in the past, but 
on a comparatively smaller scale. 
The hospital, operated by McGUl 
University's Department of Health 
and Social Medicine, will offer free 
medical attention to all requiring 
it 

Situated behind the main admin- 
istrative office, the hospital con- 
sists of approximately one dozen 
rooms. Among the room allocations 
are three sick wards, a dispensary, 
a treatment room complete with 
ultra-violet lamps, and a screened 
porch for patients. Dr. Brunton has 
also announced the establishment 
of a prophylactic ward. 

The facilities, .which arc ade- 
quate for student needs, do not 
permit of surgical operations nor 
dental care, although It is expected 
that '' arrangements will be made 
for these soon. 

Tentative plans call for a four- 
person staff, .which will consist of 
one resident . physician and , three 
nurses. New eqitipment Is expected 
shortly to supplement that already 
on hand, and the announcement of 
the staff doctor will be forthcom- 
ing shortly.
